Ru sh cou nty grain d ealers held a 
meeting last night to d iscu ss the 
new United States grain stand ard s 
which became effectiv e Ju ly 1 and 
which requ ire fed eral inspection of 
ev ery car of wheat which is shipped 
ou t. 
The grain stand ard s law is in 
the ex perimental stage and neither 
grain d ealers nor farmers know ex ­ 
actly what effect it will hav e. 
The opinion was ex pressed among 
the cou nty d ealers .that farmers 
wherev er possible shou ld erect their 
own graineries and hold their wheat 
u ntil it was d etermined ju st what the 
effect of thé new regu lations Wou ld 
hav e. No elev ators here will accept 
grain for storage and if farmers d o 
not want to ru n the risk of the d ock­ 
age they are su re to su ffer when they 
sell their wheat from the field , they 
are ad v isee^ to store their wheat at 
home u ntil the inspection qu estion is 
thorou ghly settled . 
Meeting of grain d ealers hav e been 
held all ov er the state to d iscu ss the 
new law. A meeting of state grain 
men was held in Ind ianapolis y ester­ 
d ay and representativ es of the cou n­ 
ty d ealers attend ed . They fou nd the 
same u ncertainty abou t the new law 
as ex ists in this cou nty . 
The Ru sh 
cou nty men 
brou ght 
home a sample of the first car load 
of this y ear’s wheat reaching Ind i­ 
anapolis. It grad ed six ty and a half 
pou nd s to the bu shel and contained 
twelv e and a half per cent moistu re.

The official grain standards of the United 8tates for wheat 
were flxed, established, promulgated and published on March 31 
by ihe Secretary o | Agriculture, under the authority given in the 
Grain Standard Act. 
This act of Congress establishes wheat 
grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the export 
terminal 
Effective on Indiana wheat July I, 1017, 
Number Two Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 
contain lot more than thirteen per cent of moisture, shall test 
not less than fifty-nine pounds per bushel, contain not more than 
four per eent of damaged kernels, and not more than one per cent 
of foreign matter. 
Number Three Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 
contain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty-seven pounds, shall eontain.nof more 
than seven per cent of damaged kernels, and got more than two 
per cent of foreign matter. 
¡ 
Number Four Red Winter wheat shall be cool and, sweet, con­ 
tain not more than fourteen per cènt moisture, shall have à test 
weight of at least fifty-five pounds. Shall contain hot more than « 
ten per cent damaged kernels, not more than one per cent heat 
damage, and not more than four per cent foreign matter. 
Number Five Red Winter wheat may be musty or sour, con- ¡ 
tain not more than fifteen per cent of moistùre, test not less than 
53 pounds per bushel. May contain not mòre than fifteen per. 
cent damaged kernels, not more than three per cent heat damage 
and not more than six per eent foreign material. 
Dockage includes sand« dirt. Weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 
straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material 
which can be removed readily from the wheat by the use of ap­ 
propriate sieves cleaning devices,, or other practical means suited 
to separate the 
foreign material present; 
also 
undeveloped, 
shriveled and small pieces of wheat kernels necessarily removed 
in properly separating the foreign material. * The quantity of 
dockage shall be calculated in terms of percentage based on the 
total weight bt the grain including the dockage. The percentage 
of dockage so calculated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centum and half per centuid. A fraction of a per centum when 
equal to, Or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
wheh less than a half shall he disregarded.

dockage so determined and stated shall be added to the grade 
designation.

CONFER OVER NEW 
GRAIN STANDARDS 


Dealers of County Exchange Ideas 


Regarding Regulations Estab- 


lished by Government. 


IN THE EXPERIMENTAL STAGE 


Same Uncertainty Regarding New 


Law Exists Throughout State 


as in This County. 


Rush county grain dealers held a 


meeting last night to discuss the 
new United States grain standards 
which became effective July 1 and 
which require federal inspection of 
every car of wheat which is shipped 
out. The grain standards law is in 
the experimental stage and neither 
grain dealers nor farmers know ex- 
actly what effect it will have. 


The opinion was expressed among 


the county dealers .that farmers 
wherever possible should erect their 
own graineries. and hold their wheat 
until' it was determine^ just what the 
effect of the new regulatrons^Wouia1 


have. No .elevators here will accept 
grain for storage and if farmers"d6 
not want to run the risk of the doct- 
age they are sure to suffer when they 
sell their wheat from the field, they 
are advised^ to store their wheat at 
home.until the inspection question Is 
thoroughly settled. 


Me'eting of grain dealers have been 


held all over; the stlate to discuss the 
new. law.- A meeting of state grain 
•men was held in .Indianapolis yester- 
day and representatives of the coun- 
ty dealers attended. They found the 
same uncertainty about the new law 
as exists in this county. 


The Rush 
county men brought 


home a sample of the first car load 
of this'year's wheat reaching Indi- 
anapolis. It'graded sixty and a half 
pounds to the bushel and contained 
twelve and a half per cent moisture. 
According to the government inspec- 
tion, it was docked three and a half 
per cent, which equaled 2,800 pounds 
or $90 on the car load. 


The grain men cite this as an ex- 


ample of what the grain .dealers and 
the farmers have to face in the mew 
grain regulations. 
Every car of 


wheat which 'leaves a shipping point 
.in Rush-county, or any place in the 
United States for that matter, will 
have to be inspected according to the 
government regulations. 


The conference here was arranged 


so that the grain dealers might ex- 
change ideas and reach definite con- 
clusions regarding the regulations. 
No one knows exactly what effect 
they will have. The idea of a grain 
standard is not new. It has been 
agitated for a decade, but the gov- 
ernment nev^er enacted a law on the 
subject until last year.

are bound to be unsettled until the 
question
